Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows:

(4) Delete the word "two" from claim 39, line 14. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art, 
Mezei et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,451,408 or reissued U.S. Patent RE38,407), does not suggest 
formulations providing a combination of both immediate release and controlled release of 
fentanyl, wherein said compositions are indicated for the treatment of analgesia. Furthermore, it 
would not have been prima facie obvious to optimize Mezei's compositions to exhibit both 
immediate release and controlled release, because the goal of Mezei's teachings is to obtain 
compositions exhibiting controlled release of an opiate (e.g. fentanyl). Thus, the teachings of 
Mezei (RE 38,407 or U.S. Patent No. 5,451,408) alone or in combination with Dershwitz are 
concluded as not disclosing or suggesting the claimed method of pain management and its 
associated device. Claims 37-39 and 41-43, renumbered as claims 1-6, are allowed.
